The best performing primary schools 
in Epsom and Ewell in the Key Stage 2 
tests for 2017 have been announced. 

The government has revealed how 
schools performed in a series of nation¬ 
al curriculum tests at the end of Key 
Stage 2 which take place for mathemat¬ 
ics, English reading and English gram¬ 
mar, punctuation and spelling. 

The schools can then be ranked 
according to what percentage of its 
students are meeting the expected 
standard. 

The expected standard is based on a 
series of national curriculum tests at 
the end of Key Stage 2 which take place 
for mathematics, English reading and 
English grammar, punctuation and 
spelling. 

A student’s raw score is then scaled 
because despite tests being developed 
each year to the same specification, the 
questions are different and the difficul¬ 
ty of tests may vary 

Once a score is scaled it will fall 
somewhere in between 80 (the lowest 
score) and 120 (the highest score). 

Students scoring at least a scaled 


score of 100 will have met the expected 
standard of the test with a score of 99 
or below meaning the student has not 
met the expected standard.Nonsuch 
Primary School and St Peter’s Catholic 
Primary School were the best perform¬ 
ers in Epsom and Ewell, with 90 per 
cent of their children meeting expected 
standards. 


St Peter’s Catholic Primary School 
head teacher Richard McKenzie, said: 
“We have got highly focused, engaged 
children, they largely enjoy their learn¬ 
ing. 

“We have a strong culture of respect 
and care for each other which reso¬ 
nates through the school and excellent 
teachers and support staff.

Drug dealer 
sentenced 


A prolific drug dealer has been 
sentenced to prison after being 
pulled over near Ewell. 

Abubakur Guthmy, 26, was 
stopped just before 6pm on 
Thursday, November 2, as part 
of Surrey Police’s Operation 
Viking. 

A search of his Toyota Aven- 
sis revealed a knife, some cash, 
two mobile phones, some scales 
and a cigarette box containing 
what is suspected to be canna¬ 
bis. 

During a further search, of¬ 
ficers found a magnetic box on 
the underside of the car, con¬ 
taining more drugs, including 
heroin and crack cocaine. 

Guthmy, who is from Hack¬ 
ney, has previous convictions 
for drug offences and was 
charged with possession of a 
knife in a public place, posses¬ 
sion of cannabis, possession 
with intent to supply heroin 
and possession with intent to 
supply crack cocaine. 

He pleaded guilty to all of¬ 
fences at Guildford Crown 
Court on December 7, and was 
sentenced to 68 months in pris¬ 
on. 

PC Elliot Hartley from the 
Operation Viking Team in Rei- 
gate, said: “I hope this sends a 
message to drug dealers that if 
you peddle drugs in Surrey, you

will be arrested. We won’t 
tolerate this kind of crimi¬ 
nality. Nobody wants drug 
dealing in their community 
as it often brings with it as¬ 
sociated crime such as theft 
and anti-social behaviour 
and the drugs themselves 
ruin people and tear families 
apart. 

“Drug dealers also tend to 
exploit the more vulnerable 
members of our communi¬ 
ties - those with drug depend¬ 
ency, young people, or those 
with debt for example. We 
want to protect and support 
those who need our help. 

“I cannot stress enough 
how vitally important infor¬ 
mation from the public is to 
policing. We have to work 
together. If you see some¬ 
thing that doesn’t seem quite 
right, even if you can’t quite 
put your finger on why, be a 
good witness; make a note of 
the details and get in touch 
with us or Crimestoppers. It 
might seem insignificant to 
you, but for us it could be the 
missing piece of a very big 
puzzle.”

Play time gets a whole lot easier 


Epsom charity MERU is modifying this Christmas’s 
must-have toys so they can be used more easily 
by children with disabilities. 

The charity’s Christmas “elves” - engineers and 
technicians who have volunteered their time to 
adapt electronic toys to have larger buttons - are 
working around the clock. 

Hayley Philippault, one of the engineers, said: 
“We started adapting toys two years ago, when 
parents asked us to work on their child’s favourite 
toys to make them easier to play with. Seeing 
an area where we might be able to make a real 
difference, we opened this up as a service and it 
proved hugely popular. 

“This year we decided to start buying toys 
that were tipped to be big at Christmas from a 
friendly wholesaler and adapted them for use 
with an accessible switch. They are then put 


back in their original packaging and sold as new 
through our online shop. This Christmas we have 
been inundated and have sold five times as many 
adapted toys as last year so far.” 

Many toys involve squeezing, pushing small 
buttons or using small switches to play with, and 
make them light up, talk or sing, which make them 
extremely difficult to use for children without the 
required motor skills, or other impairments. 

One boy who benefitted from MERU’s service 
is Harvey Bessant, pictured. His mum Nicola said:

Aldi p lanning 

appeal rejected

Aldi’s appeal over its refused 
application to build a super¬ 
market in Alexandra Road 
has been rejected by the plan¬ 
ning inspector. 

Epsom and Ewell Council 
refused the application for 
the former Dairy Crest site in 
April 2016 because the Upper 
High Street site, which Lidl 
was recently granted permis¬ 
sion for, was better suited for 
a food store. 

An inspector acting on 
behalf of Communities and 
Local Government Secretary 
Sajid Javid said the Lidl site, 
a mere 220 metres away, was 
closer to the town centre, and 
is the preferred site for such 
a retailer. 

He also referred to con¬ 
cerns from residents and 
the council that traffic at the 
Fiveways junction would be 
made worse by the develop¬ 
ment, and Aldi did not have 
sufficient plans to alleviate 
its impact.

It was mentioned that the 
site could now be sold and 
have housing built on it. 

A council spokesman said: 
“This proposal was deeply 
unpopular with local resi¬ 
dents. Councillors had real 
concerns over road safety 
and the impact of a busy su¬ 
permarket in a residential 
area adjacent to a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

“When this development 
was first proposed, an alter¬ 


native suitable site closer to 
the town centre was avail¬ 
able; this was highlighted to 
the developer by the council 
and the site has since been 
adopted by another retailer. 

“That the planning in¬ 
spectorate has, after a public 
consultation and vigorous 
review, agreed with the coun¬ 
cil’s view on this application 
is welcomed.” 

Aldi has been approached 
for comment.

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Wild about Nonsuch

The 250 acres of Nonsuch Park 
may not quite be big enough to get 
lost in, but they are certainly big 
enough to lose yourself in. 

Brian Jackman, one of our fore¬ 
most writers on the natural world, 
understands that feeling well. In 
a new book, Wild About Britain, 
he discloses that he spent his boy¬ 
hood in Stoneleigh during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

“Nonsuch,” he writes, “was the 
perfect adventure playground, 
where I swung like Tarzan 
through the trees, made Robin 
Hood bows from young ash staves 
and built Apache dens among the 
cow parsley” 

Long before he set eyes on the 
African bush — which he has de¬ 
scribed vividly in his books with 
the film-maker Jonathan Scott, 
The Big Cat Diary and The Marsh 
Lions — he had imagined it in 
Nonsuch. 

He and his friends knew noth¬ 
ing of the park’s Tudor begin¬ 
nings, he says. “Instead, enclosed 
by fleets of blowsy elms, its un¬ 
shorn meadows were our prairies, 
its hawthorn hedgerows our Afri¬ 
can savannas. 

“In one field a landmine had 
fallen, blowing a deep crater in the 
clay that quickly filled with rain; 
and nature, always swift to exploit 
a niche, soon transformed it into a 
wildlife haven.”

Years later, Jackman 
would learn that the bota¬ 
nist and conservationist 
David Bellamy had caught 
newts as a boy in that same 
pond. 

Jackman, now 82 and long 
resident in Bridport, Dorset, 
lived during the war in Bri- 
arwood Road, just across the 
London Road from one of 
the park’s entrances. 

He went to school at what 
was then Stoneleigh East 
Secondary, and used to do 
a Sunday morning paper 
round from a corner shop 
on Stoneleigh Broadway 

Having started in Fleet 
Street as a messenger boy 


he worked his way up to be¬ 
come a travel writer for The 
Sunday Times and other 
national newspapers, and 
over four decades reckons 
he has spent the best part of 
four years under canvas in 
Africa. 

In his new book, a collec¬ 
tion of his writing about 
British landscapes and wild¬ 
life, he recalls that when he 
was eight and the Blitz was 
at its height he was evacu¬ 
ated to a farm near Bude in 
Cornwall. 

He did not return home 
until two years later, when, 
he says, nature had begun 
healing the scars of war. 


Weeds and garden flowers 
had transformed bomb-sites 
into jungles, and in Nonsuch 
— where trenches had been 
dug across open ground to 
prevent German warplanes 
landing — thousands of tor¬ 
toiseshell butterflies sunned 
themselves on thistles. 

“Whenever I return to my 
suburban roots,” he writes, 
“my mind runs back to 
those butterfly years when 
the sun shone and the bud- 
dleia flowered and summer 
seemed as if it would never 
end.”

Businesses back improvement plans 


Epsom businesses votes overwhelmingly in favour 
for a BID - Business Improvement District - in the 
town centre and up to the racecourse. 

The ballot closed at 5pm on Wednesday 
(December 13) and, of the 136 ballots cast, 116 
voted in favour giving an 85 per cent majority. 

This means local businesses have backed a plan to 
raise £1.5m for the town, cause for celebration for the 
steering group who spent 12 months campaigning. 

Laura Sims, chairwoman of the BID project, said: 
“I am absolutely delighted so many businesses have 
backed the plans that we put together. 

“I would like to thank everyone who has 
supported these proposals, the voters first and 
foremost, but also the other members of the steering 
group who have put in hundreds of hours of work.” 

The BID will be introduced in April next year, with 
the pooled money being used for marketing and 


special events to draw people into the town and 
make it a livelier place to shop. 

The turnout for the vote was 37 per cent, only 
slightly behind the national average of 40 per cent 
for a BID vote. The frantic nature of Christmas was 
expected to impact the vote, with some business 
owners allegedly losing the ballot paper or not 
having time to send it. 

Councillor Eber Kington, chairman of the council’s 
strategy and resources committee, said: “This is a 
new and exciting chapter in the story of Epsom. The 
town is a vibrant mix of different businesses and 
their commitment and willingness to work together 
has been key to this vote. 

“I now look forward to seeing the innovative ideas 
within the BID Business Plan being developed and 
put into practice in the town centre over the coming 
months and years.”

“Unfortunately this time he 
can’t save it and has now lost eve¬ 


rything and has to start a fresh.” 

Sean, who runs a plumbing 
company is offering anyone who 
donates more than £20 to the 
cause free winter boiler checks. 

He aims to raise £2,000 ‘‘to help 
rebuild a man’s life”, and people 
had already donated £522 to the 
cause at the time of writing.

Concerns about gym plans 


There has been considerable local 
concern about the planned 
closure of the Virgin Active gym 
and health club off North Road in 
South Wimbledon. I therefore 
wanted to update readers on the 
latest developments (‘Petition 
fights gym plans’, 19 October 
2017). In October it was revealed 
that Virgin Active had 
approached Merton Council (as 
the freeholder) regarding a 
possible surrender of their lease 
on the Battle Close site. This 
would be considered by Merton’s 
Labour Cabinet in November. 

Prior to this meeting, there was 
understandably considerable 
uncertainty and speculation over 
what might happen to the site. 
This situation wasn’t helped by 
the Merton’s refusal to share 
information with local residents 
and gym users citing ‘commercial 


confidentiality’. 

Many local people contacted 
Trinity ward councillors 
concerned about the potential 
loss of a family friendly health 
club, which has been serving the 
community well since 1999 and 
helping them and their children 
stay fit and healthy As is evident 
from the over 1700 signatures on a 
community petition, many 
residents are clearly very keen to 
see a gym and swimming pools 
retained on this site. 

Conservative councillors have 
raised these concerns repeatedly 
with the council. Cllr Abdul Latif 
spoke at the Cabinet meeting on 
behalf of residents. He presented 
the petition both to the Leader of 
the Council and at the subsequent 
Full Council meeting. And after 
pressure from Conservative 
councillors and residents, large 


parts of the report were finally 
made public. On 13th November 
the Labour Cabinet agreed to 
Virgin Active surrendering the 
lease and the club announced 
shortly afterwards it would close 
on 15th December leaving many 
residents without a local gym for 
Christmas. Whilst Wimbledon 
clearly enjoys a much valued 
public leisure centre on Latimer 
Road near the town centre, many 
residents are understandably 
concerned that this simply won’t 
be able to accommodate the 4000 
members of the North Road 
facility Cllr Abdul Latif 
questioned the Cabinet Member 
on behalf of residents at Full 
Council, and was advised that no 
decision has yet been made 
regarding the future of the Battle 
Close site but that a decision is 
expected in 2018. When he pressed 


the point further that this left 
local residents in limbo not 
knowing what might be developed 
on their doorstep, the Cabinet 
Member agreed to conduct a 
public consultation on the site’s 
future use. Rest assured that local 
Conservative representatives will 
keep the council to this promise 
and we will monitor this issue 
closely over the coming months. It 
is important that the voices of 
local residents are heard and that 
the property doesn’t fall into 
dereliction. We were encouraged 
to learn recently that a gym 
operator has expressed an 
interest in the site. This would of 
course be subject to council 
agreement however.

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RECIPE: TREACLE TART 



Food writer Kate Young’s career started with 
treacle tart after she made Harry Potter’s favour¬ 
ite treat for friends, who told her she had to start 
a blog about the bakes found in fiction. 

This recipe was inspired by a passage from 
Harry Potter And The Philosopher’s Stone by 
J. K. Rowling: “A moment later the desserts ap¬ 
peared. Blocks of ice cream in every flavour you 
can think of, apple pies, treacle tarts, chocolate 
eclairs and jam doughnuts, trifle, strawberries, 
jelly, rice pudding... As Harry helped himself to 
a treacle tart, the talk turned to their families.” 

Ingredients: 

(Serves 10) 

For the pastry: 

250g plain flour 
2tbsp icing sugar 
Zest of 1 lemon 
Pinch of salt 

175g butter, chilled and cubed 
1 egg yolk 
For the filling: 

600g golden syrup 
l/4tsp ground ginger 
150g fresh fine breadcrumbs 
Zest and juice of 1 lemon 
1 egg, beaten 

Method: 

1) To make the pastry, combine the flour, icing 
sugar, lemon zest and salt in a bowl. Rub in the 
cold butter until the mixture resembles bread¬ 
crumbs. Add the egg yolk and one to two table¬ 
spoons of very cold water. Combine with your 
hands until the mixture comes together into a 
dough. Turn onto a lightly floured work surface 
and form into a ball. Don’t work the mixture too 
much or your pastry won’t be crisp. Wrap in 
clingfilm and pop in the fridge for half an hour. 

2) Roll the pastry out on a lightly floured sur¬ 
face (if the pastry is sticking, roll it between two

pieces of greaseproof paper). You want a 30cm 
circle that is around the thickness of a pound 
coin. 

3) Transfer your pastry to a fluted tart tin. Use 
a small ball of spare dough (rather than your 
fingers - your nails may cut the pastry) to push 
it into place, making sure it goes right into the 
corners. If there are any tears, patch them up 
with extra dough. Lightly prick the base with a 
fork and return to the fridge to chill for a further 
30 minutes. Preheat your oven to 190C/Gas Mark 
5 and insert a baking sheet in the middle of the 


oven to heat up. 

4) Line the chilled case with greaseproof 
paper and fill with baking beans or uncooked 
rice. Place in the oven, on the baking sheet, for 
15 minutes, then remove the baking paper and 
beans and bake for a further five minutes. 

5) For the filling, heat the golden syrup and 
ground ginger in a saucepan over a low heat 
until hot, but not boiling. Remove from the heat. 
Stir in the breadcrumbs, lemon zest and juice 
and beaten egg until just combined, then pour 
into the pastry case. 


6) Bake the tart in the oven for 30-35 minutes 
until the filling is set and the pastry golden. Cool 
on a wire rack for 15 minutes before remov¬ 
ing from the tin and serving warm. Leftovers 
(should there be any) should be reheated a lit¬ 
tle in the oven before eating, or you risk losing 
a tooth!

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STAR WARS EPISODE VIII: THE LAST JEDI <„*> 


As the end credits roll on Star Wars Episode VIII: 
The Last Jedi, replete with a poignant on-screen 
tribute to “our princess Carrie Fisher”, a bell tolls 
on nostalgia-steeped memories of George Lucas’s 
epic space saga. 

If Episode VII: The Force Awakens excitedly 
crammed everything fans love into one giddily 
entertaining origin story, the next chapter directed 
by Rian Johnson accelerates towards a different 
kind of Star Wars experience. 

“Let the past die. Kill it if you have to. That’s the 
only way we can be who we are meant to be,” pro¬ 
claims masked antagonist Kylo Ren (Adam Driver) 
during one breathless stand-off. 

His doom-laden words reverberate throughout 
Johnson’s bloated, special effects-heavy picture. 

Knockabout humour is imported from a Marvel 
Comics galaxy not so far, far away and doesn’t 


always achieve lightspeed. 

Classic slapstick between the Rebellion and 
First Order feels awkward when the punchline, 
hanging over the verbal to and fro, is genocide. 
Cute critters called Porgs are employed to broadly 
comic effect like the Minions in Despicable Me, but 
are essentially a lucrative line in merchandising. 

The Last Jedi doesn’t sever ties completely with 
the past - there are reverential bows to A New Hope 
and The Empire Strikes Back, and Mark Hamill and 
Carrie Fisher confidently bear the film’s emotional 
weight to heart-tugging effect. 

Their triumphs are, however, at the expense of 
fresh-faced fighters on both sides of the conflict. 

Performances vary wildly. One minute a charac¬ 
ter can be as wooden as the gnarled tree where 
Luke (Hamill) safeguards ancient Jedi texts, and 
moments later they milk tears of genuine emotion 


in gorgeous, glistening close-up. Johnson’s film is 
nothing if not frustratingly inconsistent. 

The balance of power is delicately poised as 
Rey (Daisy Ridley) implores island recluse Luke to 
stand with his sister General Leia Organa (Fisher) 
in the war against Supreme Leader Snoke (Andy 
Serkis) and his vengeful protege, Kylo Ren. 

Leia attempts to rein in reckless X-wing fighter 
pilot Poe Dameron (Oscar Isaac) as the rebels are 
stalked by General Hux (Domhnall Gleeson) and 
the might of the First Order. 

Meanwhile, stormtrooper Finn (John Boyega) 
and rebel crew member Rose Tico (Kelly Marie 
Tran) embark on a secret mission, and Snoke 
openly questions Kylo Ren’s devotion to the dark 
side. 

“You have too much of your father’s heart in 
you,” snarls Snoke. “You’re no Vader. Alas, you’re 


just a child in a mask!” 

Star Wars has been hard-wired into my cultural 
DNA since childhood so The Last Jedi is a bitter 
pill. 

It’s certainly not a misstep on the scale of The 
Phantom Menace, and Johnson engineers some 
jaw-dropping set pieces including a visually stun¬ 
ning battle conducted on a salt plain that throws up 
plumes of red dust. 

More is less in a flabby caper of contrivances and 
coincidences that clocks in at 152 minutes, uncom¬ 
fortably and unnecessarily the longest instalment so 
far. Some big questions that lingered at the end of 
Episode VII are answered, others remain tantalis- 
ingly out of reach. 

Two years hence, when the cataclysmic storm 
of Episode IX breaks, hopefully I’ll be blown away 
again.

Conveyancing is the term applied to the legal and 
administrative work associated with transferring 
ownership of land or buildings from one owner to 
another. 

When an offer has been made and accepted and 
solicitors' details exchanged, the conveyancing process 
can begin. When buying, selling or remortgaging 
a property, you are advised to use a conveyancer - 
employed by a firm of solicitors - to look after your 
interests and fill out the necessary paperwork.

cues from more ordinary Nissan 
models - things like the company’s 
signature ‘V-motion’ front grille, the 
‘boomerang’-style lights and the 
kicked-up rear shoulder line for 
example. The MK2 model shape is 
certainly sleeker; Nissan says it 
now has a slippery drag coefficient 
of 0.27Cd. And the whole 
structure’s stiffer too, torsional 
rigidity having improved by 15%. 
Importantly, interior practicality is 
additionally much improved, 
notably in terms of boot space, 
which rises from 370 to 435-litres. 
The designers have also tried to 
give the cabin more of a premium 
feel, with upgraded cabin materials 
and a smarter look for the 
7-inch centre-dash infotainment 
touchscreen. To remind you of this 
car’s eco-friendly remit, there’s 
vibrant blue stitching on the seats, 
the dashboard and the steering 
wheel. 

MARKET: LEAF pricing will sit 
mainly in the £25,000 to £30,000 
bracket in terms of outright 
purchase, but the vast majority of 
customers use some kind of 
finance scheme instead. These can 
make the prospect of running this 
Nissan look quite affordable but 
when all’s said and done, this car 
still remains a relatively expensive 
way of showcasing your eco- 
friendly world outlook to the 
neighbours. 



Nissan Leaf 



BACKGROUND: You’re probably 
already aware of this - but it bears 
repeating: the Nissan LEAF is the 
world’s best selling electric vehicle. 
You might think that would equate 
to sales in their tens of millions. 
Actually, the truth is that following its 
launch back in 2010 and throughout 
a production life that lasted nearly 
eight years, the first generation 
version of this battery-powered 
Nissan shifted 283,000 units. 
Worldwide. So we really aren’t 
talking massive numbers here. That 
says less about the LEAF - a design 
we’ve always thoroughly respected 
- and more about the slow global 
take-up of battery-powered cars, 
which continues to lag behind 
industry predictions. Mostly, that’s 
been because of the restrictions 
that fully battery-powered vehicles 
put on driving range, though that’s 
something that’s changing as 
automotive electric technology 
changes. It’s certainly developed 
enough to make this second 
generation LEAF well worth another 
look if you couldn’t quite justify the 
purchase of its predecessor. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Let’s deal 
quickly with the first thing you’ll want 
to know about: driving range. We 
remember vividly setting off in the 
first generation LEAF model back 
in 2010 and struggling to get much 
more than 60-70 miles out of it 
between charges. With this second 


generation design, Nissan claims a 
homologated driving range of 235 
miles from the standard model - and 
there’ll be a further ‘e-plus’ version 
to follow with an even more powerful 
battery that claims a driving range of 
up to 310 miles. Even if you think in 
terms of a ‘real world’ driving range 
being about two-thirds of those total 
figures (which is our experience 
anyway), you can’t deny that these 
readings represent an impressive 
improvement, representing a 50% 
increase over the final version of 
the previous model. Helping here 
is the larger 40kWh lithium-ion 
battery you get this time round (up 
in power from 30kWh but no larger 
in terms of actual size). It produces 
HOkW (which equates to 148bhp), 
which significantly improves on the 
previous model’s figures of 80kW / 
108bhp. That means pulling power’s 
up too - a rise to 320Nm - making 
the LEAF feel even faster from a 
standing start: Nissan say that the 
0-62mph time has been improved 
by 15%, which should translate 
into a sprint time of about 9.8s. 
Previously with LEAF models, the 
amount of retardation you got when 


lifting off the throttle meant that the 
brake pedal was something you 
rarely needed to use. This time 
round, you’ll hardly need it at all 
thanks to ‘e-Pedal’ technology that 
can bring the car to a complete stop 
when you come off the accelerator. 


DESIGN: There are two routes to 
styling an all-electric car. Either 
you make it look exactly like a 
conventionally-engined model, as 
Volkswagen did with the e-Golf, 
or you go for something overtly 
futuristic, as Nissan did with the 


first generation LEAF model. That 
approach continues on with this 
second generation design, which 
gets a completely re-worked body 
featuring a flat floor, a sharper nose 
and a more aggressively tapered 
rear end. There are though, familiar
